attached to one side of the rear ^portion, and a second belt 
portion attached to an opposite/side of the rear portion;

which in use, are alycached against the outside of the second belt 
portion;

part oy waist portions of the pant; and 
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each belt portion being provided with at least ><^ne 
indicium placed at an appropriate distance from an attachment of 
each belt portion to the rear portion, whereby each/andicium on 
the first belt portion has a corresponding indic;ii<un on the second 
belt portio n, and each indicium on the fiXst. belt portion is 
symmetrically disposed in a longitudinaj/^direction of the belt 
portions with the corresponding indicium on the second belt 
portion, such that in use, a cente;r line of the article is located 
at the center of the wearer^ s te^ck .
